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Politics affecting caliber 
of enforcement, courts?. 


Political aspects of life in Madison 
County were a contributing factor to the 
caliber. of law enforcement and court 
procedures, federal grand jury testimony 
by Madison Alderman Ronald Grzywacz 
indicates. 

A former Madison policeman, Grzywacz 
testified to grand jurors Sept. 16, 1977, 
according to a later federal trial exhibit. 

He told of picking up payoffs as his 
means of conducting an undercover in- 
vestigation of the conduct of deputies. 

Part of the exhibit follows: 

Q. Were there any other taverns that 
you felt were actually being shaken down 
by the sheriff's office?” 

A. “Yes, the Marco Polo Lounge just 
outside of Granite City.” 

Q. “Who was into the Marco Polo 
Lounge?" 

A. “You ‘Mean owners or the deputies?’” 

Q. “I 

A. “I really don’t think there was a 
deputy involved. I'm getter higher and 
higher into my investigation. From what I 
talked to the owner and what he said, he 
didn’t have to talk to the deputies because 
he knew the judge.” 

Q. ‘He knew the judge?” 

A. "Yes, sir.” 

Q. “Therefore he was protected?’’ 

A. “Right.” 

Q “Who was the judge he was referring 
to?” 

A. “Judge Gitchoff.”” 

Q. “Who was the proprietor of the Marco 
Polo?" 

A. “A guy from Chicago by the name of 
Schaffer. John Cooper introduced me to 
this man.”” 

Q. “Did Cooper get you into anywhere 
else? Was there anywhere —" 

‘A. “'T believe these are the places, this 
Marco Polo Lounge, but he never — we 
never got anything there because he said 
he didn’t have to pay off, he knew the 
judge.” 

Q. “Was there any other tavern, we're 
still speaking of taverns, was there any 
other tavern that you felt was being 
shaken down by the sheriff's office?’’ 

A. “Yes, there was a few more. I think

State education evaluation 
teams will use new guidelines 
for sex equity in [linois public 
school recognition visits 
beginning in September. 

Illinois Law, PA (Public Act) 
79-597, has been in effect since 
October 1975. Guidelines for the 
law’s implementation at the 
primary and secondary 
education level were developed 
last winter by the State Board of 
Education in consultation with 
the Illinois High School 
Association. 

The guidelines have been 
distributed to all regional and 
district superintendents and 
school principals. 

PA 79-597 is not the only sex 
equity-related law to which 
Illinois schools must conform; 
July 21, 1978, was the final 
deadline for secondary schools 
to comply with Title IX of the 
Education Amendments of 1972 
in the areas of physical 
education and athletics. 

Title IX is the federal law 
prohibiting discrimination by 
sex in educational programs 
that receive federal money. 

After July 21, Title IX 
requires that all physical 
education classes at both 
elementary and secondary 
levels be offered 
coeducationally and that 
athletic activities be provided 
equitably for both girls and 
boys. 

The State Board of Education, 
through its administrative arm, 
the Illinois Office of Education, 
offers a wide variety of 
technical assistance and 
resource materiats to help 
Illinois educators in the in- 
terpretation and im- 
plementation of sex equity 
legislation. 

For example, the stale 
agency's sex equity staff is 
available to provide assistance 
in such areas as: skill training; 
resource identification and 


referral services; and con- 
sultation on’. recognition and 
counteraction of sex bias in 
instructional materials; 
students’ needs assessment, 
and sex-affirmative em- 
ployment. 

In the past five years, nearly 
400 workshops have been 
conducted by the office in every 
region of Illinois. 

The Illindis Office of 
Education has developed a new 
publication which is available to 
educators and the public. The 
book, “Sex Equity in Hlinois 
Schools: ‘Problems, Research 
and Solutions,"’ covers sex 
differences in reading, dif- 
ferences in sports involvement, 
differences in self-image as 
shown by young children 
relative to their gender, and 
many other topics. 

To help meet lhe special 
needs of women in educational 
administration, the State Board 
of Education is planning a 
management seminar designed 
to provide women educators an 
opportunity to develop school 
management skills. 

Participants also will have an 
opportunity to establish a 
network lo facilititate their 
professional growth. The 
seminar is planned for Nov. 5-7 
at Pheasant Run Lodge in St 
Charles.

The cost of plate lunches in 
the lunchroom programs of the 
Granite City School District will 
remain the same as last year, 50 
cents in the elementary schools 
and 60 cents in the junior and 
senior high schools, but ala 
carte items will be increased 
five cents. 

Board members agreed to the 
Price increase last week after 
reviewing a report by O. L. 
Overhulser, director of the 
school lunch program.

A bid from Prairie Farms 
Dairy, the only one submitted to 
the school district, was opened 
at the meeting and showed a 
one-cent increase in milk price 
over last year, The board 
agreed to the proposal and said 
it does not think the increase

Firemen from.the Long Lake 
Department assigned one truck and six 
firemen to four é-hour shifts to assist in 
fighting the fire. 

David E. Visney, a vice president of the 
Iilincis T..rminal Railroad, said the cause 
of the derailment has not been determined. 
He said more can be determined after the 
cars are removed and wreckage cools,

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Three of the defendants in an 
alleged $100,000 theft case in 
which items were stolen last 
year from Bert’s Audio-TV 
Showroom in Granite City have 
been granted probation by 
Circuit Judge Howard White of 
Jersey County after pleading 
guilty to felony counts of theft. 

Two other defendants, in- 
cluding a Madison County 
sheriff's deputy, have yet to go 
on trial. 

Robert M. Gayan, 31, God- 
frey, pleaded guilty to felony 
theft June 13, 1977, and was 
given two years of probation. 
Three other felony counts of 
theft were dismissed. 

Mark J. McManis, 20, Alton, 
pleaded guilty§ to a 
misdemeanor theft count from 
an Aug. 1, 1977, theft from 
Bert’s store and two other 
felony counts from June 1977 
thefts were dismissed. He 
received one year of probation. 

Gary Rainey, 20, Alton, 
pleaded guilty ‘to a 
misdemeanor theft Aug. 1, 1977, 
and was given a year’s 
probation by Judge White. A 
felony count of theft from June 


21, 1977, was dismissed. 

Judge White was brought into 
tlie case after the possible in- 
volvement of Madison County 
Sheriff's Deputy Larry Buil 
came to light. 

Bull, a detective, was tried in 
February on a theft charge for 
allegedly purchasing a stolen 
color television set taken from 
Bert's. 

The jury in that trial became 
deadlocked after about seven 
hours of deliberation and Cir- 
cuit Judge A. L. Pezmar of 
Calhoun County, who had been 
assigned to try the case, 
declared a mistrial.

Most working married women 
in part-time but steady jobs 


Three out of five employed 
married women have steady 
jobs that require less than 35 
hours a week, according to a 
new study prepared for the 
Labor Department. 

The study, ‘Women and Part- 
Week Work" focuses on the 
relationship of married women 
to part-week work — em- 
ployment with regular hours of 
less than 35 per week. 

It examines a group of 10,000 
women and the extent to which 
they worked part-week over a 
period; various 
combinations of part-week and 
full-week and their signi- 
ficance; and the effect part- 
week has on their wages and 
unemployment experience. 

The group studied consisted 
of married women between 18 
and 49 living with their 
husbands. 

Findings include:

— When work experience 
after the birth of the first’child 
and before the current job was 
largely of a part-week nature, it 
reduced the current level of 
earnings. 

In fact, the wage of the 
current job of a woman who 
emphasized part-week work 
during this interval of her life 
was not improved compared 
with a woman who did not have 
outside employment during the 
interval. 

‘Sources for the study were the 
National Longitudinal Surveys 
of 1967-1972 for mature women 
(30-44 years of age in 1967) and 
the same surveys of 1968-1973 
for young women (18-24 years of 
age in 1967).

A new compliance review unit 
to monitor implementation of 
the Education For All Han- 
dicapped Children Act (PL 94- 
142) has been created by the 
State Board of Education. 

The unit, located within the 
Illinois Office of Education, will 
provide assistance to local 
school districts in meeting 
requirements of the new special 
education law. 

“The intention is to assist 
districts in complying with state 
and federal mandates for the 
education of exceptional 
children,” said © State 
Superintendent Joseph Cronin. 
“We plan to work in a 
cooperative manner with 
districts to identify where there 
are problems, and to assist 
districts in finding resources to 
help bring them into com- 
pliance.”” 

Public Law 94-142, passed by 
Congress in 1975, requires 
school districts to provide a 
“free, appropriate, public 
education” for all handicapped 
children between the ages of 
three and 18 by September 1978 
and between three and 21 by 
1980. 

Handicapped students, as 
defined in the law, include 
mentally retarded, hard of 
hearing, deaf, visually han- 
dicapped, other health impaired 
and speech impaired children. 

Also included are those who 
are seriously emotionally 


Drug sentences 


Five persons charged with 
drug offenses after undercover 
investigations in this area by 
the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation or the 
Metropolitan Enforcement 
Group of Southwestern Illinois 
have been sentenced in Madison 
County Circuit Court. 

David Tanner, 22, of 1218 
Granite Ave., was sentenced by 
Circuit Judge A. A. Matoesian 
to serve one year in prison after 
pleading guilty to delivery of a 
controlled substance Jan. 19. 
Two other counts of the same 
charge were dismissed. 

Larry Freeman, 24, of 2028 
Russell Ave., was sentenced to 
serve four years of probation 
and 15 weekends in the Madison 
County Jail after he pleaded 
guilty to delivering a controlled 
substance to an FBI agent. A 
second count of the same 
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disturbed, or children with 
specific learning disabilities 
who require special education 
and related services. 

The law provides that states 
set up procedures to assure that 
the handicapped are educated 
in the “least restrictive en- 
vironment’’ — that is, in classes 
that would place them in the 
most normal atmosphere 
possible. 

In most cases, the public 
school represents the most 
normal environment. However, 
if a child cannot adequately be 
served in a public school, then a 
private school or institution that 
can serve him. will be con- 
sidered least restrictive. 

‘The law also requires that the 
education be free — at no cost to 
parents or guardians — and 
appropriate to each child's 
special 

The student is guaranteed the 
right to an individual education 
program that is evaluated and 
revised yearly. Parents must be 
given the opportunity to 
examine all records regarding 
the child’s evaluation and 


the new law. 

Visits to schools will be a part 
of the monitoring process. 

The state may slow down or 
withhold federal funds in cases. 
where school districts are in 
violation of the law. In con- 
ducting the reviews, com- 
pliance unit personnel will look 
both at the joint agreements set 
up by local districts and at the 
10 special education regional 
service centers. 

According to a handicap 
census count conducted by IOE, 
approximately 215,000 [linois 
children qualified for state or 
federal dollars through 94-142. It 
is estimated that the state will 
receive about $30 million in 
federal money this year to 
implement the law. 

Before Illinois receives any 
money, however, the state plan 
must be approved by the U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

Full approval awaited five 
bills passed by the Illinois 
General Assembly to bring 
Illinois law into harmony with 
federal statutes.

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Accident toll increasing as skateboard popularity rises

Skateboarding is one of the 

most popular recreational 
activities of the decade. 
Although the majority of 
skateboarders are between 10 
and 17 years old, kids of all ayes 
and some adults are ‘sidewalk 
surfing,” too. 

But, skateboarding is not 


always fun. Serious skateboard 
accidents are increasing 
dramatically. Last year, 104,000 
persons ~ received hospital 
emergency room treatment for 
injuries associated with 
skateboards. . 

How can a simple toy like a 
skateboard be so dangerous? 

Fatal accidents occur when a 
victim either falls frorn the 
skateboard and strikes his 


head, or is struck by an 
automobile while skateboard- 


Pe thd of all skateboard 
accidents resulted in leg, arm 
and other body fractures. Many 
victims have been skating for 
less than one week. 

The number of skateboard 
injuries would be greatly 
reduced if skateboards were 
used in places specifically in- 


tended for skateboarding — not 
on public streets and sidewalks. 
Some skaters stop abruptly in 
front of pedestrians or skate 
across their path. 

Structural problems and poor 
skateboarding surfaces cause 
many other accidents. 

Tmovroverlv modified and 
repaired boards or excessively 
wobbly boards tip over easily, 
injuring the rider. Although too 


much wobble causes instability, 
skateboards need to wobble 
some to maneuver corners. 

Cracked or uneven cement 
sidewalks, rocks, tree branches 
and other debris cause tripping 
and skidding. 

Follow these tips to prevent 
skateboard accidents: 

—Learn to perform basic 
skateboard maneuvers before 
attempting more complicated 
or trick moves. 

—Keep equipment. in good 
repair. 


—Carry skateboards across 
streets. 

—Break falls with hands to 
avoid hitting the flat of your 
back or your head. 

Children under age 13 may 
not have adequate muscular 
coordination to maintain 
balance or sufficient maturity. 
to exercise judgment about 
types of maneuvers to attempt 
on the skateboard. Therefore, it 
is ill-advised to buy skateboards 
for pre-teenagers.

The American Law Enfor- 
cement Officers Association 
and the National Association of 
Chiefs of Police are distributing 
to every police and sheriff 
department a recommended 
Guideline for the Use of Deadly 
Force. 

Included are 17,000 municipal 
departments, 3,000 county 
sheriffs and 23,000 private 
security managers who may 
employ armed special officers. 

Chief Robert Ferguson, 
national president, said the 
guidelines on use of deadly 
force came as a result of a 
survey conducted by the 
ALEOA due to a series of in- 
cidents in which firearms have 
been discharged resulting in 
accidental deaths or, in some 
cases, murder indictments and 
civil law suits, 

“Basically,” he said, ‘‘we are 
spelling out to both the officer 
and the community that the 
burden and responsibility 
placed on law enforcement 
officers who are armed is often 
in a stress situation. 

“The moment anyone fires a 
single round, that person 
becomes the state's judge, 
prosecutor, jury and, often, the 
executioner. 

“The law itself is tolerant of 
deadly force whenever a person 
is involved in the commission of 
a felony. 

“Thus, a person, not armed 
but who has engaged ina felony, 
could be legally shot and killed. 
However, the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in St. Louis ruled that a 
fleeing felon who is not violent 
cannot be shot at. 

“This upheld a decision on 
another case in Omaha where a 
$4 million lawsuit was filed by 
the victim’s mother. Because of 
these and other cases, we felt 
our police association should 
prepare guidelines for our 


members and for all armed law: 


enforcement personnel.” 

The guidelines now in effect 
are: 

1. Each officer knows that it 
his duty to try and make an 
arrest without use of force and 
then no more force than may be 
necessary. Only when the of- 
ficer’s life is in danger or that of 
other persons, will the officer 
consider use of a firearm. 

2. Because officers are ar- 
med, they will maintain a high 
proficiency of training and 
never fire warning shots. The 
state and community must bear 
the responsiblity with the of- 
ficer for his actions in their 
defense. 

3. If a felon is escaping and 
the officers is not able to stop 
him or her, no attempt will be 
made to use deadly force unless 
the felon has a weapon, has used 
a weapon and is a clear danger 
to the community. 

4. Finally, those persons who 
arm themselves to cary out a 
crime do so at their own peril. 
The only response to persons 
who have a weapon is deadly

Repair vinyl 
items on boats 


If your boat has seen a 
number of seasons of service, 
your vinyl cushions, covers and 
other items could stand 
sprucing up. . 

If the surface is merely dirty, 
washing with ordinary soap 
and water followed by rinsing 
and wiping will do the job well 
and safely. 

Visit automotive stores and 
look for vinyl upholstery clean- 
ing products iP your cleaning 
problem does not respond to 
soap and water. 

Small punctures can often be 
repaired just about invisibly. 
It's done with repair kits made 
up for the purpose. 

A backing piece is poked 
under the rip and the tear is 
covered with a color-matched 
liquid. 

A bit of material having a 
similar pain is pressed onto 
this and heat applied to cure the 
liquid, leaving it with a pattern 
almost or even identical to that 
of the surrounding area. 

Vinyl objects that have suf- 
fered “weather exposure can 
usually be brightened up with 
vinyl paints. 

Some are brushed on, some 
are applied with an aerosol con- 
tainer. 

Look for these products in 
marine, automotive, hardware ~ 
and upholstery shops. 

Holes made by stitching 
needles in vinyl don't always 
closg up like holes in woven 
fabrics. 

Marine stores sell a liquid 
that can be used to seal the 
needle punctures and yet not be 
conspicuous.

People of all faiths are saddened by the 
passing of a. major world spiritual leader, 
Pope Paul VT, 80, stricken by a fatal heart 
attack yesterday 

The 262nd head of the Roman Catholic, 
he served as pope for 15 years, completing 
a variety of initiatives started by Pope John 
XXIII and also emphasizing the goals of 
peace and Christian unity. 

In office during a period of extreme 
change ands turmoil Pope Paul was 
steadfast on such traditional issues as birth 


control and priestly celibacy but helped 
modernize many church procedures, and 
was compassionate toward those who 
differed with his views. 

He will be remembered as a kindly. 
gifted individual who worked unselfishly 
for the betterment of the more than 600 
million Catholics and for all of mankind. 
His vision of a more perfect world was not 
fully realized, but if it is someday his 
contribution to the attainment will be 
judged as substantial. 


Road, rail explosion hazard demonstrated close to home 


As a major center of railroad lines and 
highways, the Quad-City area is vulnerable 
along with many other communities to the 
accidental detonation of hazardous 
shipments. 

The point was brought uncomfortably 
close fo home Sunday as a propane-filled 
rail tank car exploded during a derailment 
on the Illinois Terminal Railroad crossing 
ats Keebler Avenue just north of 
Collinsville 

Only one serious injury occurred, but 
hundreds had to be evacuated from their 


homes. And there was danger of increased 
damage due to the close proximity of other 
tank cars to the furiously-blazing car. 

Continuing strong attention is needed, 
here and nationwide, to reduce such 
hazards as much as. possible—including 
Possibly restricting the routes utilized in 
transporting the hardest-to-control 
commodities. 

And it seems obvious that more effort 
needs to be devoted to maintaining 
railroad rights-of-way in tip-top condition.

The dollar's continuing decline in value 
abroad is disquieting, despite the fact that 
it has some good economic effects. 

If the American people look to the long 
range, they will support the necessary 
actions to shore up the dollar, even though 
such actions cause some temporarily 
painful consquences. 

There is no single magic answer because 
there is no single cause for the devaluation 
of the dollar 


There is no agreement among the 
economists as to any single dominant 
cause. Economics, unfortunately, is not an 
exact science 

Only by taking a number of actions 
against a number of possible causes can we 
be confident that our efforts will. be 
successvul. 
minate the staggering deficit in our

balance of payments by reducing imports 
and increasing exports. This applies 
particularly to our huge imports of foreign 
oil 

— Reduce the budget deficits which 
have run the federal debt to nearly double 
what it was in 1970 and increased the sum 
of our money in circulation by a similar 
factor, while the gold stock in our 
monetary reserves has been dwindling. 

Free trade should continue. The dollar 
should be allowed to reach its own level 
That will automatically have the effect of 
decreasing our imports and increasing our 
exports 

But it will also increase inflation here at 
home, especially if OPEC drops the dollar 
as the currency established for setting the 
price of oil 

Some serious belt-tightening is in order. 
Labor, business and government must 
cooperate to save the dollar

A summer camp—with more
